Notes: 12 leaves have calendars for the months, including: lunar tables with letters, numbers and points; Golden 
Numbers; Sunday Letters; the days of the month; saints' days; Egyptian days (or Dies mali, unlucky days) with 
occasional astronomical or astrological remarks; length of the day; altitude of the sun. The other 7 leaves have 
miscellaneous texts, including: tables showing the conjunction of the sun and moon and which sign the moon is in 
on a given day; a zodiacal poem in hexameters beginning "Nil capit facias ..."; opening of the gospel of John; and 
other tables Latin 
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
